As the confetleiatiou scheme was 
the source of the whole difficulty, Gov- 
ernor Hennessey proposed many radi- 
cal aud popular changes in tlio gov- 
eruiueut of tho island, Tho chief 
feature of tho obnoxioiiH nclifino was 
the uuiou of the Uarbailues, iucludiug 
the three comparatively iiisigiiilicaiit 
"Windward islands, to be represontod 
,,in one legislative body composed of 
twelve members, to bo appoiutod by 
the Govonior from tho ditVorcut par- 
ishes of the group. Heretofore the 
Legislature had consiated.of two bod- 
ies, called the Council and the Assem- 
bly, made up of roprosoutativea from 
each of the parishes of the island, 
chosen by tho popular vote. The na- 
tive islanders objected to thia sum- 
mary disposition of what they consid- 
ered their;conBtitutional rights; henae 
the rebiallion. 

. Djoriiig'the-month of April the situa- 
tion became iiiarmihg. The populace 

seemed to look upon their Governor 
as a tyrant, and, rather than submit to 
his unreasonable schemos, determined 
to destroy the sources of revenue on 
, . the islands. The merchants of Bridge- 
port, appointed a committee to wait 
upon the Governor on tho 21st of 
April to ask protection from the im- 
pending invasion, aud to petition for 
troops to quell tho rebellion iu the 
parishes. They received the sanction 
and raised five companies of volun- 
teers, making in all about two hun- 
dred and fifty men, mostly clerks, 
mechanics aud laborers connected 
with the business houses of the town. 
If generally armed, this military body 
concealed their weapons, as it was 
considered illegal under such circum- 
stances to expose them. 

Eiotp spreaia throughout the parish- 
es^ aqf|,Cftp,t&in Wharton says a dozen 
plantation fires during the night was 
,,.,no uncommon sight. The negroes 
"' burned furniture, dwellings and crops. 
They dug up the potatoes, burned the 
oanebrakes in the rural districts, and 
stole all the property they could get 
hold of, to terrify and impoverish their 
enemies. Troops were sent out by 
Governor Hennessey to meet the riot- 
ers, and by tho •2ith of April eighteen 
prisoners had been captured, among 
them ia ringleader named Morrin. 
Seven'of the eleven parishes were now 
in anas. Colonel Clement, tho In- 
spector-General of Police, was attack- 
ed at the head of his men, and receiv- 
ed a severe cut in the head. He wound- 
ed two of the rioters and killed one of 
them. 

The city of Bridgeport was threat- 
f ened by the infuriated insurgents and 
many of the families of tho resident 
merchants fled aud took refugo under 
the flags of the merchant vessels in 
the bay. But they returned before 
nightfall to their dwellings, when it 
i ' "w^ assured that the city would not bo 
•pillageiai - On the 25th, as has been 
toldin the telegraphic accounts, tho 
Government troops met and dispersGd 
■ the insurgents, killing aud wounding 
■ more than forty and capturing oUU 
more. From that time onward the 
Govetnment had the upper hand. But 
•".the feeling against Governor Henn'js 
" "sey grew strong, and was fearlessly 
oxpreHsed by many on tho island. Tho 
three islands which the confederates 
contemplated uniting are small and of 
considerable importance. Their food 
■■• BUptlies came from tho main island, 
and they are generally dependent up- 
on it. 

The immenno destruction of tho po- 
tatoo and sugar crijps will iiecf.ssitat o 
a largo importation of American pro- 
ducts, and orders have been given al- 
ready to New Orleans vessels for grain 
and potatoes. The prisoners who wore 
not shot were taken to tho Central 
Station in Bridgeport where they 
av/ait military irial. Tho island at last 
accounts hud resumed its usual tran- 
quility.— '^Boston Post. "

Our Fishories. 



Wo believe it ia not the intention .of the 
Canadian Government to apply flslieriep 
regulations in exiatenoe ia otlier parts €0f 
Oanada to this Province, notwithstanding 
that the Dominion Fisheries Aot has been 
extended horo. Tho nppoiutmoiit of Mr. 
Andorfron to tho post of FisUerios Uom- 
misBioner has been partly done with tho 
object of utilieiug thnt gontleman's oxton- 
Bivo iuformfttioii as to tho haliits of tho 
tish that freiiueut theso wators, which iu- 
formatiou was aoquiiod as the result of 
porsoiial observation for many years. To 
enforce the same rules horo that exist in 
the Etistern Provinces would bo to perpo- 
tuate an acSk tif dense folly, booauso tho 
peouliaritiea >of fish that frequent tho 
jTftfcew of the Paoiflo are widely different 
fronrthoBe offish that abound in tho wa- 
ters of the Atlantic. Fish that resort to 
dilTorent streams on tho same const, too, 
bavo habits peculiar to thein.solvoa that 
fish fouud iu other streams Jo not possess. 
A cloBO soaaou (tbat is, a Heasou during 
wliicli salnion may not bo lej^'nlly ranght) 
suited to Sucrameuto liiver iu Cabforuia 
vould not bo iidiipted to Columbia Eivor 
iu Oregon; and rcgulationB that might bo 
BUceessfuUy applied to both of those 
Btareams would fail if applipd to Fraser or 
. Naas Bivet. The object of ail legislvtion 
on the subject is to protect tho finny tribes 
during the breeding season; and in the 
selection of Mr. Anderson the Dominiou 
Government have chosen the best method 
for obtiiiuiiig tho most reliable iutorma- 
tiou on tho subject. Wo append tho 
clauses of the Canadian Aot that boar on 
tho most important product of our fisher- 
ies — tho salmou,— so that those interested 
in fiahing here may make such sugges- 
tions as they deem of value to tho Com- 
missioner respecting the regulations to be 
f rumed for this Province: — 

7. Salmon shall not be fished for, 
caught or killed, botwoon tho thirty-first 
day of July and the first day of May, in 
the Provinces of Ontario and Qaebeo,and 
in the River Restigouche, and between 
tho fifteenth day of Anpust mid tho first 
day of March, iu the I'rovineo of New 
Erunswiek; i)rovidod always, that it shall 
be lawful to lish for, catch nnd kill sab 
moil with a rod and lino, in the luannor 
known as fly-aurface-fishing, between tho 
thirtieth day of April and the thirty-fii st 
day of AuguHt, iu tho Provinces of On- 
tario aud Quoboc, and between tho first 
day of March nnd the tiftoonth day of 
September, in tho Proviuco of Now Bruns- 
wick: 

• •»««*«*» 

3. Foul or unclean salmon shall not bo 
at any time caught or killed.; 

4. Salmon fry, parr and smolt, shall not 

bo at any time fished for, cauglit or killed, 
and no salmon or grilse of less weight 
than three pounds shall bo caught or kil- 
led; but where caught by accident in nets 
lawfully used for other fish, they shall b,-* 
liberated olive at the cost and risk of the 
owner of the fishery, on whom shall in 
every case devolve the proof of such act- 
ual liboratiou; 

5. Meshes of nets used for capturipg 
salmon, shall bo at least five inches in ex- 
tension, and notliiii^' shall bo dono to 
practically dimiuisli or nullify their s'zo; 

6. The use of nets or other apparatus 
which capture salmon shall, except in tho 
Provinces of Nova Scotia and New Bruns- 
wick, be confined to tidal waters, and any 
Fishery Ollicer may determine tho length 
and phu'e of each not or other api)aratU3 
used" in any of the watiTS of the Domin- 
ion; provided that nothing contaiued in 
this section siiull prevent tho iiso of 
nets for catching saliuon is tho ii.kca of 
tho Province of Ontario, nor preclude tlio 
Minister from autlioriz.iugl^y special fislie- 
ry licenaes or lenses, the capture of salmou 
by nets in fresh wntor streams; 

7. Tho Minister, or any Fishery OfDcor 
authorized to such elTect, shall have power 
to define tho tidal boundary of estuary 
fishing for the jnupuscs of this Act; and 
.above tho actual limit so to bo laid down 
it shall be unlawful, without the specinl 
fishery lease or license above provided 
for, to fish for salmon except with a rod 
or lino, in tho manner known us fly-sur- 
faco fishing, under a ponii.Hy not to ex- 
ceed one hundred dollars, aud imprison- 
ment in default of payment for any term 
not exceeding two months; 

C. All nets, and other, lawful applian- 
ces which capture salmon, shall be placed 
at distances of not less than two hundred 
and fifty yards apart, without intormodi- 
ato fisliing materials of any kind being 
set or used in and al)out any other part oi 
the stream, and drifting for salmon shall 
(jc illegal , 

9. Any Fishery OfBcer may prescribe 
either in writing or orally in sight, if 
deemed necessary, a further distance apart 
to bo ]<;ft between salmon nots, and other 
fishing apparatus, and their dinieiiHionH 
and oxteusiou; but gill or lloat-nots shall 
not bo use<l to lenf^'thon, extend or en- 
large any otlier kind ^l^ fishery; 

10. No salmon shall ho captured within 
two hiiiHhod yards of the mouth of any 
tributary, cieek or stream which salmon 
freqiirnt to !)[)nwii ; 

11. Kxccjjt iu thonninnor known as lly- 
surface-flshiug with a rod or lino, salmon 
shall not l)e iished for, caught or killed 
at any artiticinl pass or salmon leap, nor 
in any pool where salmon spawn; 

12. Except under the antfaority and for 
special purpose xirovided for in this Aoi;, 
no one shall take, buy, sell, destroy, use 
or possess any salmon roe, nor injure any 
spawning bod. 

British Columbia and tlio Wash- 
ington Treaty. 



The London Sidinliiyd has an ,'irliolo 
coiniiientiiig iu justly severe terms upon 
tho rofusal of llio United Wlatcs to inoluilo 
.British (Columbia iu tlio terms of tlic 
Treaty of 1871 so far as rolates to the fido 
importation of flphand fiah-oil pnulucts, 
iu which British bolumbia' might do a 
Yery Iai'SO trade. Attention is called to 
the fact ,that although at tho time the 
treaty was negotiated British Columbia 
ytna not actually part of tho Dominion,' 



sUe had booome so before' the legislatioii 

of Congress n&sded to give effect to tho 
treaty had taken place. As the obvious 
intention was to include all tho British 
North Aiiiorican Provinces in the provis- 
ions of tho treaty, there can bo no ques- 
iiou that had not tlio inclusion of British 
Columbia been contemplated ns part of 
Canada, a special provision would have 
been made to that oll'ect, as in the case of 
Newfoundland and Prince Edward Island. 
It is utterly incredible that of tho whole 
British North Am jrioao possessions thoro 
was any iutoution that British Columbia 
should bo omitted. Says tho Slamlard: 
"It must have boon woU known to tho 
negotiators of the Treaty of Washington 
that the preliminary steps were being 
taken to bring British Columbia within 
the Confederation, and in any case it 
seems an absurd interpretation of the 
treaty which commits us to tho theory 
that both sides intended one rule to ap- 
ply to tho Dominion of Canada and an- 
other to Britisli Columbia. Tho common- 
sense meaning of the article of tho Treaty 
of Washington is in conformity with what 
is distinctly the oquify of the case, that 
all British North America, however des- 
ignated, was meant to share in tho priv- 
ileges conceded to the Dominiou of Cana- 
da." "If," the Slandm-d goes on to saj', 
"British Columbia was not a part of Can- 
ada slio was apart of Groat IJritain, and, 
therefore, fairly entitled to such conces- 
sions as were obtained by Groat Britain 
in consideration of the very substantial 
concessions made to tho United States." 
The Toronto Oloba say^: — "The caso real- 
ly does not admit of arguiueut. The sim- 
ple conclusion of tho whole matter is that 
wo havo to deal with a Govurnnieut tiiat 
sticks to the letter of its bond, i)raeticaliy 
ilrawu by itself, and assented to by a 
Canadian Minister who let the Americans 
have anyttiing 'they had set their hearts 
upon' because he was 'helpless." '

Tho people are wondering, not without 
good cause, what disposition the civic au- 
thoritioH have mado of tho revenue colloot- 
od this year within tho city limits, and 
what they intend to do with that to bo 
oollootod. It is utterly beyond our jjower 
to inform thorn definitely on the subject, 
for tho linaBoial condition of tho Corpora- 
tion during tho i)a9t two years or iiku'c 
has been so cloudy as to prccludo tho for- 
mation of any approximate estimate of as- 
sets and liabilities. Wo believe that at tho 
end of last March a financial statement was 
submitted by tho proper officer in "Com- 
mittee of tho AVholo," but tho docmnont 
was never pnblishod, nor are tho public 
to-day ouo iola wiser as to tho tinancc^:^ of 
tho city than they were at the cud of 1875. 
Wo can venture to state without fear of 
being successfully contradicted that there 
are not a dozen citizens outside of mem- 
bers ond officers of the Corporation, who 
to-dny can toll whether there are funds 
available for city improvements or whe- 
thor the colVers arc as empty as a burslcd 
bubble. True, Councillors from time to 
time have thrown out siguihcaut hints 
that "this year owing to tho bankrupt 
state of the Corporation no city improve- 
ments would be possible;" but they care- 
fully omittod to state why, if banknyiit, 
such is the case, and tiiey refrained entiro- 
ly from detailing tLi; niaiuier in which tho 
already coUecteii revenue has boon "gob- 
bled up." It would have appeared inindi 
more candid on, their part had they with- 
in hearing of tho public as well as when 
in "Committee of tho Whole" stated that 
some 812,000 of this year's rovoniie had 
boon of necessity devoted to paying fiir 
tho extravagancies of last y(!ar; that a fur- 
ther sum of 15,00(1 would li-J required 
from tho same sonreo to provide for in- 
terest and sinking fund ol\ water account; 
that last j'oar's quarantine claims amount- 
ing to .SlI.OOO would havo to lie jjaid dur- 
ing 187G; thatcompensatiou claims a^^'ainst 
the Water Commissioner to tho tune of 
two or three thousand dollars reimiiiu d 
yet unsettled; that a nice little sum riui- 
ning into the thousands is duo Mr.Josi'ph 
Spratt for water pipes, ote., furnished last 
year, and that there still renuun un|).'iid 
balances on 1875 contracts. All this they 
might havo said imd with truth; but they 
didn't. Ou matters pertaining to finance 
a majority of them have been as silent as 
the gruTo — that is to say when the publi(! 
havo beou ready and anxious to hoar them. 
But iu Committee of tho Whole, when 
only the walls have ears, we understand 
thoir tiery eloquence breaks forth; that 
not only is finance discussed, but that 
"the tart reply, tho logic, and tho wisdom 
and the wit' which lln' peiiple Lave; a right 
to hear and onjoy, are emitted with un- 
usual warmth and iiortinaeity ! Tins may 
or may not bo; but this we do know — not 
a syllable of interest is heard so long as 
honest citizens arc within earshot. How 
long thia kind of sub rasa businesa will 
be submitted to,dependB very much npon 
the interest the public take in public af- 
fairs. If they prof(H' to lie dormant and 
remain in oliseurity as to th / manner in 
which thoir money is expended or invest- 
ed, there can be little doul)t the Council 
will prefer to continue their closed door 
performances until ejected from ollioe. 
Wo fancy howevor that whispers of 
public indignation and expressions of 
wonderment will shortly spread into a 
strong, pojjular voice and that the self- 
important ci\ic reproseiitativeu will bo 
called on to give an account of their stew- 
ardship. So mote it be.

The Projected Costa Rioa 
Railroad of Central Amer- 
ica. 

This important undertaking, which has 

been in operation for sonio throe years, 
and which owing to revolutionary strife 
prevailing a twelve months sinca was tem- 
porarily suspended, has boon again ro- 
sumed, and will be [)rococ'ded with as fast 
as tho subsidies are granted by tho G'ov- 
enimeut of Costa Itica. Thus far thuro 
have been completed 80 miles of tho road 
which is in running order from Truxillo, 
tho port on tho Atlantic seaboard, to San 
Joso, tho capital, and which mIiou com- 
pleted will connect iho Atlantic with tho 
Pacific at the port of Puiita Arenas. At 
this port on thu I'acific side, as well as on 
that of the Atlantic, there will bo secured 
for this inqjortant undertaliiiig tho iuo^^i■ 
iiiuble advimtago of good and secure har- 
bors. The length of tho railroad from 
ocean to ocean will bo 230 miles, 80 of 
which luiviiig been already mado tluiro 
will bo only 150 more to accomplish. 
There are no great engiuooring dillicultios 
ti) Huriuount in the way of this accom- 
plishment. Tho jiriucipal obstacles to 
fear will be tlioso that may arise from re- 
volutionary changes whicu appear to bo 
chronic in Cen'rol America, interfering 
with tho forthcoming of tho necessary 
subsidies granted by the Qoverument. At 
the pn'sent time war is raging between 
the scv<Tal ( iovei-nmonts of Costa Kica, 
Great Alinala, Nicaragua, Honduras and 
Salvador, for sottlomont of tho proposi- 
tion of tho establisbmont of a Confederate 
Government, which jealousy as to whi<!li 
shall thc'n as-tunie the' i>rominont position 
bus sol ved to intensify and keei) unseltlod. 
Happily these contcntiouH havo not iri'i>r- 
lered with tho prt)secutiou of the railroad, 
and as three of tho contending States have 
been overrun, tho peaceful solution of the 
matter by the establishment of a strong 
confederate govornment is hopefully anti- 
cipated. Tlio railroad when (completed 
will be a powerful oiq)Olient to tho Isth- 
mus line, for it will traverse a healthful 
route, and by opening uii communication 
withtlio reiiiarkal)ly fertile interior will 
immenstdy develop its resources; will 
atl'ord great hicilities for commerce, and, 
in short, ba a great boon to tho world 
generally .

little girls of very tender age, to 
whom ho was very much attached. A 
•young, dilligGut and woll disposed 
girl had beou engaged during the life- 
time -of his wife as uurso or servant, 
who soon worked herself into the cou- 
fidence of the family, and behaved so 
well that her services in tho household 
wero continued after the death of tho 
ongiiieor's wife. A few days ago, how- 
ever, she was discharged, and an 
older womaa engaged to replace her. 

Toward four o'clock in the af toruoon 
of Monday, the usual hour for tho re- 
turn of the engineer, the young girl 
loft tho Louse and stopped outBido on 
tho threshold of tbo door to await her 
master for tho last time. Instead of 
him, however, it was Mi-. Borelli.boot- 
maker, who was advancing toward tho 
house, and who was at once struck by 
her attitude, her bloodshot eyes be- 
traying the fury and inadiiG.ss that had 
taken possession of lior. The servant 
was so agitated that sho lot him have 
a glimpse of a poinard which she \xq\d 
concealed iu her dress sleeve. Borelli 
wrested it cut of her hands, when she 
escaped back into the houso, violently 
closing tho oiitianco door after her, 
while ho went to call the jjolice. Upon 
thoir appearance, and after repeated 
knockinga, the door was opened, and 
the servant was aoou loading one of 
tho little girls, with whom sho hurried 
through the open window toward the 
balcony iu^ front of tbo hou.so, and 
precipitate'd herself and iior charge to 
tho pavement below, cau.sing both io 
he killed instantly.
